Singular Sermon, 


Delivered at Frankfort, by James Simpson, a belov. 
ed minister of the Society of Friends, a few 
months before his decease. 


“ What I am now going to relate is but a sim. 
ple story, and it is probable one of you may have 
heard me tell it before; but it has taken such 
possession of my mind, that I thought I would 
just drop it for your consideration, When I was 
a young man, there lived in our neighborhood a 
Presbyterian, who was universally reported to be 
a very liberal man, and upright in his dealings, 
When he had any of the produce of his farm to 
dispose cf, he made it invariably a rule to give 
good measure, rather more than could be requir. 
ed of him. One of his friends observing him fre. 
quently doing so, questioned him why he did it 
—told him he gave too much, and said it could 
not be to his own advantage. Now my friends 
mark the answer of the Presbyterian. God Al. 
mighty has permitted me but one journey through 
this world, and when gone I cannot return to rec- 
tify mistakes. Think of this friends—but one 
journey through the world: the hours that are 
past and gone forever, and the actions in those 
hours can never be recalled. I do not throw it 
out as a charge, nor mean to imply that any of 
you are dishonest, but the words of the Presbyte- 
rian have often impressed my mind, and I think 
in an instructive manner. But one journey—-we 
are allowed but one journey through the world ; 

therefore let nune of us say, “* My tongue is my 

own, I'll talk what I please—my time is my own, 

I'll go where I please; I can go to meetings, or 

if the world calls me, I’ll stay at home—it’s all 

my own.” Now this wont do, friends. It is ut. 

terly impossible for us to live as we list, then 


them to diffuse the most precious light and bless- 
ings to a large portion of the hyman family, hith- 
erto destitute, and exposed to cruel wrongs and 
intolerable calamities. It is now of vital conse- 
quence to increase the numbers and enlarge the 
territories of Liberia, so as to place beyond dan. 
ger the ultimate ascendancy upon that coast of 
the principles of free government and the Chris- 
tian faith. No other nation has advantages equal 
to ours for the attainment of these great objects. 
It is easy for the churches of this land to render 
the settlements of Liberia, not only attractive 
asylums for all such of her descendants, from the 
United States, as may desire to share in their own 
government, and to secure for themselves and 
their posterity an independent national existence 
in circumstances most favorable for its growth 
and prosperity, but also seminaries, in which 
thousands of missionaries may be educated, and 
from which they may go forth for the conversion 
of all Africa to the knowledge and worship of the 
true God. The Committee, then,would respect- 
fully call upon you, sir, and upon your people, to 
assist in this work of unsurpassed benevolence ; 
and as it was deemed essential, at the annual 
meeting of the Society, to raise for its operations 
the present year, at least forty thousand dollars, 
they pray you, either immediately, on the fourth 
of July, or on some Sabbath near that day, to 
submit the subject to your congregation and so- 
licit their contributions to the society. 

When we consider how much has been done, 
and at how small expense, (the whole amount 
contributed by individuals, during the twenty-five 
vears since the origin of the society, to the en- 
terprise, having but little exceeded $700,000,)

Efforts for the Slaves. 


The missionaries of tie American Baptist 
Hie Mission Society feel theinselves restricted, 
in preaching the gospel, by no narrower limits 
than those contained in the great commission of 
‘their Lord and Master. ‘They deliver their mes- 
sagé to every creature within their reach—the 
rich and the poor, the bond and the free. Many 
incidents have been reported to us, some of which 
we have published, illustrating their faithfulness 
in this respect, and the good effects which have 
followed. A late article, extracted from a letter 
of brother Huckins in Texas, shows the benigh- 
ted state of mind in which the slaves in a certain 
settlement were found and the eagerness which 
they sought instruction from him. We have just 
received a letter from the same missionary, in 
which, among other things, he mentions some af- 


fecting incidents (and he rarely omits to mention | 


his colored friends) which occurred on his visit to} 


another place. We give them in his own words: | 
“] was deeply affected on reaching the plantation | 
of a good sister near Columbia by the joy ex-| 
pressed by an old negro man. He came running 

across the fields as though he had something 1m- | 
portant to communicate, and when he got with-| 
in speaking distance,he cried out, ‘Massa, O, Mas- | 
sa!’ What do you wish man ?I inquired. ‘T) 
wantto know you preacher?’ Yes. Bless de, 
Lord for dat. You Baptist? Yes. Bless de 

Lord. Dis what I and my old woman been pray- | 
ing for many years. Are you a member of a 
Baptist church? Yes, Massa, | is one, and so Is 
old woman and Tom and Sarah. Do you pray 
any? O yes, Massa, ebery day. Could’nt live 
widout dat, we all pray God to send preacher and 
raise up church, but most get out of heart some- 
time. But now you come, we hold out good 
heart little longe. 

On the next Sunday, I preached to the blacks 
near Gov. Reynolds’ residence. It was the first 
sermon they have heard since they have been in 
the country. A great number were present, and 
they were so overjoyed that they could not re- 
strain their feelings, and I could not find it in my | 
heart to attempt to restrain them from shouting 
alittle. Ifthey had not known my views upon 
that subject they would have made the air ring | 
with expressions of their joy. At the close of | 
the service six came forward and gave me their | 
hand and requested baptism.” 

Brother James McDonald, our missionary in 
Florida, devotes much of his time in the same 
way. At one of his stations is achurch with 
but one white male member, and yet he always} 
writes as if he were as happy in the performance 
of his pastoral duties as many ministers seem who 
have none but whites in their churches. He reg- 
ularly supplies sixteen stations, and they are so 
distant from his residence that one horse is insuf- 
ficient for the labor of traveling with him, Du- 
ring the late war he regularly met his appoint- 
ments, often traveling in proximity with bands | 
of hostile Indians, sometimes crossing new-form- 
ed trails, and more than once calling at the habi- 
tations of his members where he found some one 
recently killed. His commission expired a short 
time ago, and in his application for a renewal of 
it, he earnestly solicited that he might be sustain- 
ed by the Society, so that he could continue his 
labors among a people who so much needed the 
consolations of the gospel. 

We could give other statements of the same 
nature as the above, but this will suffice at pres.

Presbyterian General Assembly, (0ld School.) 


This body commenced their anoual session on 
Thursday, 18th inst., at 11 o'clock, A. M., with 
the Central Presbyterian chureh, corner of Eighth 
and Cherry streets. In the absence of Dr. Ed- 
gar, the Moderator of the last Assembly, Dr. Rob- 
ert I’. Breckenridge, Moderator of 1841, preach- 
ed the opening sermon from Acts xiv. 15. The 
opening prayer by Dr. Plummer of Virginia, and 
the closing prayer by Dr. Englos of this city.— 
Dr. Breckinridge then took the chair and organi- 
zed the Assembly, a8 Moderator of 1841, to which 
there being no objection, the business proceeded. 
The commissioners number about one hundred 
and thirty. 

In the afternoon, Rev. Dr. Spring of New York, 
was elected Moderator by 120 to 33, and Rev. 
Nicholas Murray, temporary Clerk. ‘The custo- 
mary business, appointing committees, receiving 
new Presbyteries, &c., was attended to. 

The report of the standing committee appointed 
to make suitable preparations for celebrating the 
Second Centennial Anniversary of the Westmin- 
ster Assembly, was received and referred toa 
committee of five. 

An overture from the Presbytery of Chilicothe, 
respecting slavery, was discussed with animation’ 
for some time on Friday, the second day of the 
session, but was finally laid on the table.—Bap. 
Advocate. 


General Assembly,(New School.) 


This body met on Thursday, the 18th inst., in 
the Ist Presbyterian meeting house, (Dr. Barnes’) 
on Washington Square. Rev. Dr. Beecher, of 
Illinois, prayed. ‘The moderator of the former 
Assembly, Dr. Wisner, preached the annual ser- 
mon, after which he organized the Assembly in 
the lecture room. 

The Rev. Dr. Eddy was elected Moderator for 
the session, and Rev. W. B. Lewis, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., Clerk. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Danforth, that the 
term ‘Bishop’ be applied whenever necessary, was 
after discussion rejected. ‘The standing commit- 
tees were then appointed. 

On Friday afternoon, at 5 o’clock, Dr. Edwards 
obtained permission to address the Assembly on 
the Sanctification of the Sabbath. 

The Third Presbytery of New York presented 
a request that the Assembly would take some ac- 
tion on the evil of Church members attending 
balls and assemblies. The subject was postpon- 
ed for the present.—Jb.

How is It? 


*T wish I were a Christian,” said a young man 
recently in our hearing—* I wish I were a Chris- 
tian,”—and yet he was not, and so far as we can 
judge, he is not yet a Christian. There are oth- 
ers, doubtless, in the same position, and possess- 
ing the same feelings as this young man—but 
what is this position, and what are these feelings ? 
“TI wish I were a Christian!’’ Well, we could 
but respond in our very heart, as we looked at 
our young friend, we wish you were a Christian. 
We are sure the whole church of Christ would 
join us in this desire—we are sure that all the 
spirits of the just and the angels of God would 
unite in the wish—we hear the voice of God him- 
self proclaiming * Whosoever will, let him come,” 
and the blessed Saviour declares “ Him that com- 
eth unto me, I will in no wise cast out,”—yet our 
friend says “ I wish I were a Christian,” and after 
all is not a Christian. What does this mean? 
There is certainly a mistake somewhere, 

Suppose, however, we bring this to the test. 
We turn to our friend and say: “ To be a Chris- 
tian, you know, is of course to be a praying man ; 
we never heard of a Christian (however many 
professors there may be) who did not possess this 
characteristic. Will you, therefore, begin at once 
a life of prayer, sincere and earnest prayer?” 
“ And his reply in substance is, “ No,”—at least, 
his practice thus speaks—and yet he wishes to be 
a Christian! “ Well, but, to be a Christian, as 
the very term implies, is to be a follower of 
Christ ; will you, then, search the Scriptures with 
the sincere inquiry, * Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” and strive to live a life of conformi- 
ty to his will?” And as this and that Christian 
duty presents itself, and we ask, are you willing ? 
still the reply is * No,”—yet he wishes he were 
a Christian! The difficulty, we apprehend, is 
explained. The purport of such desires seems to 
be just this—they would have the reward, but 
not the service—they would have the joy and the 
peace, while they have no relish for the self-de- 
nial and the devotion—they would have the 
crown, but not the cross—they would go to hea. 
ven in the road to hell, We can only say to all 
such—and there are many among us—this may 
nut, cannot be. Your wishes, however sincere 
you may imagine them, are inconsistent, and in 
the nature of the case, they must be vain. With 
such feelings, you may sit and sigh your whole 
life long “I wish | were a Christian,” but the end 
will prove you mistaken, and fatally mistaken. 
If you would be a Christian, you may be ; but it 
is a matter that requires earnestness and diligence. 
Good wishes are all very well, so far as they go ; 
but the fate of many a man has verified the dec-

New Londou Co. and Vicinity Missionary and Bible 
Societies. 

These Societies held their first Annual Meeting with the 
First Baptist church in New London, on Wednesday, the 
17th ultimo. Perhaps a statement of the design of these 
Societies, and the plan upon which they propose to act, 
may be interesting to some of your readers. 

The leading design in their existence is, so to stimulate, 
encourage and combine the ability of our denomination 
within their limits, as to be enabled to do much more than 
we ever have, for the conversion of the world to God; 
and yet to require less of foreign influences to obtain from 
us what we do. We have long since been convinced that 
to carry forward successfully the great work in which Zion 
is engaged, that we need a more systematic action—less 
of irregular and spasmodic efforts,—but more of doing 
something every day, and having that something so es- 
tablished that it can be depended upon. To accomplish 
this end, the New London Co. Societies have been com- 
menced. Not to conflict with any other relation which 
may exist, we hope to become as a wheel within a wheel, 
so as mutually to strengthen and accelerate the movement 
of the whole machinery. 

For this purpose, at a Board meeting in April, held at 
Nerwich, it was voted to address a Circular or Appeal, 
through the columns of the Christian Secretary, to the 
churches within the limits of the Society, setting before 
them the subject, and impressing, so far as possible, upon 
every heart the duty of each individual with reference to 
the heathen world, and the destitute in our own country. 
This was done by Bro. Covell of New London. At the 
same meeting it was voted to obtain the labors of Bro. I. 
R. Steward of Groton, to visit the churches, so far as he 
could, previous to the Annual meeting, and address them 
upon the subject, which was done. While the Society 
feels a deep and solemn anxiety for the heathen in their 
blindness, yet they intend to look well to the feeble inter. 
ests at home, and especially every spot uncultivated within 
the Society’s range, they intend that the fallow ground 
shall, under God, be broken up, and the seed of the king. 
dom castin. We hope that under this definite and limited 
plan of action, to be enabled to bring every talent which 
we possess into use, and improve them to the glory of our 
Divine Master. 

Our first annval meeting was one of much interest, 
though not fully attended; yet all felt that it was good for 
them to be there. There seemed to be a very deep and 
tender state of feeling upon the minds of all present. The 
business for both Missionary and Bible Society was done 
in the morning, and left the afiernoon for a meeting of a 
more general character, and at which the following, among 
other resolutions, was passed.

If the family of Christ would move as a family ough? to 
move, the work of giving the Bible to the world would not 


Jand who are destitute of it. It is worse than foolish for 


only be delightful but easy. But how painful, in a work 
so adapted to give an impulse to every benevolent feeling 
of the heart, that so many remain indifferent, and leave 
the few to perform the little that is done. 

If we consider the demands upon us within the limits of 
this Society, we shall find enough to rouse us to increasing 
effort. It would probably be a source of astonishment to us 
all, if we could know the number of families within the 
bounds of this Society who are destitute of an entire copy 
of the Bible. And it is important that we devise some 
means to asceitain the extent of this destitution, and that 
it be immediately supplied. In addition to this, there are 
embraced within our limits a number of sea and river ports, 
at which a large number of sailors are continually arriv- 
ing, and from which they are departing, many of whom 
are destitute of a Bible. Many of these seamen are con- 
nected with our whale fisheries, and are constantly visit- 
ing distant parts of our world, and become a kind of rep- 
resentatives of our nation, and make also an impression 
upon the minds of the people with whom they are brought 
in contact, of the utility or inutility, and divine reality of 
the Christian religion. When visiting those places where 
Missionaries are stationed, they have been found to exer! 
an unfavorable influehee upon the cause of Christ. The 
persons thus affected, have not learned the difference be- 
tween a man born and educated in a Christian land, and 
a Christian; consequently the influence exerted is in many 
instances, exceedingly unhappy. As one cause of this, 
those seamen are, many of them, destitute of a Bible, and 
not feeling the importance of Bible knowledge, and the 
hallowed influence of its truths, they neglect to obtain one ; 
whereas if one was nted to them, it would be accept. 
ed, and read. One way then, to obviate this obstacle, so 
frequently met by the missionary, and at the same time to 
do good to the seamen, and secure their aid as auxiliaries, 
‘is, to see that every sailor who leaves our ports, who will 
accept of it, has his own Bible, that he can peruse at his 
leisure. What incalculable benefits would accrue to the 
world, if the seamen were all under the influence of Bible 
truth? how extensively they might contribute, under the 
blessing of God, to the universal spread of the gospel. 

Here then, are two points of incalculable importance, to 
enlist us in pushing forward the objects of the Society. 
whose first anniversary we celebrate this evening. And

The School Fund. 


The Annual Report of the Commissioner of 
the School Fund for 1843, has been published by 
order of the Legislature, a copy of which has 
been furnished us by the author; from which we 
gather the following statistics ; 

The whole amount of capital belonging to the 


| School Fund, is two millions forty-four thousand 


three hundred and fifty-four dollars eighty.seven 
cents, which is invested as follows, viz : in Bonds, 
Contracts and Mortgages in the States of Connec- 
ticut, New York, Massachusetts, Ohio and Ver. 
mont, $1,694,420 97; in Bank Stock, in differ- 
ent banks in this State, $216,700 00; in cultiva- 
ted lands and buildings lying in the above named 
States, $97,909 ; in wild lands in Ohio, New York 
and Vermont, $47,460 26; Stock on farms in 
Massachusetts, $210,00; anda balance of cash 
in the Treasury on the 31st of March. 1843, of 
5,654 64. 

The original amount of the Fund, Sept. 2d, 
1795, when the Western Reserve lands were sold, 
was $1,200,000. Thissumhas been gradually 
increasing up to the present time, by the sale of 
lands &c., but it cannot be materially augmented 
hereafter from the circumstance that this source 
of revenue has ‘been nearly disposed of. The 
number of children returned for1842, between the 
age of 4 and 16 vears, is 84,697, and the amount 
of dividends for each child, one dollar and forty 
cents.

The Annual Report of this valuable Institu- 
tion has just been printed, which represents it to 
be in a flourishing condition. The whole num- 
ber of pupils is 123, most of whom are supported 
by different States, viz: by Connecticut 17; 
Maine 24; New Hampshire 14; Vermont 18 ; 
Massachusetts 24; South Carolina 3; Georgia 
2; by their friends 20; and one supports herself. 

By a law regulating the terms of admittance 
in the Institution, children under twelve years of 
age, cannot receive the benefit of the institution 
at the public expense,—but we perceive the re- 
commendation of the Governor to admit children 
at the age of eight years, is before the Legislature, 
and a law may be passed to that effect before

A Sailor's Speech. 

At the late meeting of the American Seaman’s 
Friend Society, the President introduced to the 
audience Mr. Wetcu, an Irish Sailor, who in the 
course of a most effective speech of twenty min- 
utes, rehearsed, with a broad brouge and charac. 
teristic pathos, the history of his 27 years’ service 
on the ocean, his conversion, from a life of drunk. 
enness and profligacy, through the ministry of a 
chaplain on board a U.S. vessel at Brooklyn, and 
his subsequent prosperity and happiness. We 
condense a brief extract from the N. York papers. 

Ladies and Gentlemen—Behold the wonders of 
God! I rise to address you, who a short time 
ago was a poor drunken sailor, It has fell to my 
lot to toil upon the treacherous ocean for twenty- 
seven years; and when I landed in your country 
at Salem, Mass., although my wages were $18 a 
month on the voyage, I bad’nt as much as would 
pay turnpike toll or for a walking stick. (Roars 
of laughter.) After I’d been ashore for 11 days, 
I had 122 glasses of grog chalked up against me. 
(Laughter.) I could get a ship, but I could only 
get a month’s advance, $12, and, as that would’nt 
pay for my rum bill, I shipped in the States’ ser. 
vice, under Com. Perry, in the frigate United 
States, and with 450 wicked and drunken men, 
like myself, I set out to seek the kingdom of God. 
One Sunday a pious man of God came aboard 
our ship, whilst | was making a straw hat, and 
asked me if I could’nt find some other day to do 
it. I said “it’s noneo’ your business, (laughter, ) 
I’ve been to church onst to-day, and onst is enough 
for a sailor.” (Laughter.) But I went down af. 
ter to the berth deck to ridicule him, but his ser. 
mon told my life so exactly that I said, “ sir, how 
came you to preach that about me before my 
messmates 1?” 

No, said the man of God, I never knew any. 
thing about you, and I saw a big tear standing in 
his eye ; and that big tear broke the poor sailor’s 
heart to pieces—what shot and shells could not 
do for years, in waging battle against all nations. 
(Cheers and applause.) That-tear caused the 

oor sailor to surrender! And says he, “do you 
feel tired of living in sin?” “TI think I do, sir,” 
said I, and I told him how I had lived on the bo. 
som of the sea for 25 years, and how drunken 
and unhappy I had been, for O! I tell you, ship- 
mates, [said he turning to the company of sailors 
in the gallery from the Sailor's Home,] there’s 
no harvest in serving the devil! And he told me 
I must pray; and that very night, when J was 
up in the cold chains, with nobody to see me but 
the stars and the moon, and no noise around me 
but the washing of the water and the sound of the 
wind in the rigging of the ship, when all hands 
were asleep below—then, sbipmates, [said he, ad. 
dressing the sailors, | I prayed to God in the chains 
that he would have mercy on a poor sailor !— 
Many a nigbt after, in the fore chains of that frig. 
ate, I’ve cried to God to have mercy on me a 
poor drunken sailor; and down in the main hold 
on the old breechings of guns, and on the old 
junks of cables; and he heard my prayer, and 
gave me salvation. The first thing I did after, 
was to walk to the grog can, and said “ Stop my 
rog.”’ (Great laughter.) My messmates said 
i mast be crazy to go stop my own grog. But 
I stuck to cold water, and in one year I had $100 
in money, plenty of clothes, and a Bible and 
yer book. And, then, for drinking cold wa. 
ter, L was made an officer in the States’ service 
in of the forecastle of the Brandywine 
frigate. (Loud applause.) Some call me a turn. 
coat, Well, 1 wm a turncoat, because I turned 
off the s jacket and put on the temper. 
ance jacket. ..(Laughter and applause.) And 
I’m nota turncoat; because when I landed on 


your shores I had neither waistcoat nor jacket, 
and, therefore, [ could’nt turn any. (Great laugh- 
ter and applause.) I am the only son, the only 
hope of a widowed mother. And there may be 
many a mother here to-night that has a son on 
the ocean; and she can rejoice that that son can 
sail in a temperance ship if he pleases, under the 
pledge of total abstinence from all that intoxtca- 
teth. But when I first shipped, to chew tobacco, 
swear, and drink grog, were the three great qual- 
ifications seemingly for a sailor, Now, a8 one 
of the managers of the Seaman’s Home, Iam 
proud to say that over thirteen thousand seamen 
have enrolled their names on the temperance 
pledge. 
This fervent speaker closed with a touching 
appeal in behalf of his shipmates.

“I have no home or people to go to, 
William: through your means my people are 
ashamed of me, and have disowned me and turn- 
ed me out of doors, and I would rather die of hun- 
ger or perish in some jail than to return to them. 
Home! The street and kennel have been my 
home, and my companions the vilest of the vile, 
since you so inhumanly deserted me.” 
Conde. “Why, youare crazy.” 
Prisoner. “No, William, Iam not crazy— 
though the great God above knows that I have 
suffered and borne enough to make me so. If 
desolation and misery be craziness, am crazy ; 
if utter ruin, hopelessness, and starvation be mad- 
ness, I am mad ; but not otherwise. Oh! would 
to heaven that I was mad,that in madness I might 
forget everything! Oh! William, William, to 
think that you of all the world should have so de- 
ceived me—to think that you who promised so 
much, and whom I looked on almost as an angel 
—whom I prayed for night and morn—alas! I 
cannot pray now—should have acted _perfidious- 
ly is enough to drive me mad, without any taunts 
and scorns.” 

Conde. ‘You ought to be ashamed of yourself 
to talk in this way Charlotte.” 

Prisoner. “No, William, I have got even be- 
yond shame. It is high time togive over being 
ashamed of myself when all are ashamed of me. 
O, William, my heart almost tries to break when | 
think of how happy I was but two years ago, when | 
was a blithegirl,and you used to come and sit the 
long cold nights by my old father’s fireside, and 
tell me how happy we should be when I was your 
wife.

“Mr. W. remarks—“We are therefore forced 
to conclude, in the present state of our informa- 
tion, that the comet, since its first appearance, 
has been departing from the sun, in an orbit cal- 
led a hyperdola, which continued in the imagina- 
tion backwards to its perihelion point, passes into 
the body of the sun half way to its centre! If this 
view of the subject is correct, this comet, wheth- 
er identical or not with the comets of 1668 and 
and 1689, cannot again return, but must leave us 
to visit some other solar system.’ After some 
remarks on Encke’s comet, which is gradually 
winding itself up, and is destined at last to fall 
into the sun, he adds,—*The recent comet ap- 
pears to have come in contact with the permanent 
portion of the atmosphere of the sun, and to 
have been so much resisted in its course as to 
pass off in a path, which if prolonged backwards 
enters the sun. It may have been before a para- 
bola or an eclipse, and it may have been the com- 
et of 1668, or 1689, or both, and in this case 
something like a shock or rebound must have oc- 
curred at this perihelion passage, passing through 
the sun. Whenever a shock of two bodies takes 
place, of which one is considered as fixed, the 
subsequent path of theother, prolonged backwards, 
passes through the first. We repeat it, that we 
offer these views as suggestions merely, and hope 
that others may be more fortunate in arriving at 
a positive certainty.” 
If these views be correct, the question is now 
settled, what effect would be produced by a com. 
et striking against the sun ;—that is, none at all. 


Uritity oF PRESERVING Brrps on Farms anp 
mv Orcnarps.—An expensive experiment ap- 
pears tohave been made in some of the agri- 
cultural districts on the continent, the result of 
which has been the opinion that farmers do wrong 
in destroying rooks, jays, sparrows, and indeed 


there are orchards. ‘That birds do mischief oc. 
casionally among ripe corn,there can be no doubt : 
but the harm they doin autumn is amply com. 
pensated by the good they do in spring, by the 
destructive havoc they make among the insect 
tribes. The quantity of grubs destroyed by 
crows, and of caterpillars and their grubs by the 
various small birds, which feed on the wing, as 
swallows, swifts, and martins, destroy millions of 
winged insects, which would otherwise infest the 
air,and become unsupportably troublesome. Even 
the titmous and bulfinch, usually supposed to be 
so mischievous in gardens, have actually been 
proved only to destroy those buds which contain 
a destructive insect. Ornithologists have of late 
determined these facts to be true. On some ve- 
ry large farms in Devonshire, the proprietors de. 
termined, a few summers ago, to try the result of 
offering a great reward for the heads of crows ; 
but the issue proved destructive to the farms, for 
nearly the whole of the crops failed for three suc. 
cessive years, and they have since been forced to 
import birds to re-stock their farms-—N. E. Far. 
mer.
